ANSWERS. 


‘1. (a) A cell is one of the unit masses of which the tissues 
are formed, or it is a bit of protoplasm containing a nucleus and 
generally surrounded by a cell wall. In either case, the cell is 
the unit of life. (b) The growth of a cell is in all cases brought 
about by material taken in from the outside. In the human body 
this material is food, which after digestion passes into the blood 
and is then taken in by the cells. In some of the very lowest 
organisms, where the whole animal is a single cell, solid particles 
may be taken into the cell through definite openings or “mouths.” 
In others, the cell may change its shape so as to wrap itself about 
the particle to be taken in. But even in these instances the par- 
ticles must be dissolved or digested before they can be built up 
into the protoplasm of the cells. 

2. The blood is the great carrying or distributing agent in 
the body. Through its movements it carries food and oxygen to 
the cells and waste materials from the cells. The blood also car- 
ries heat; and it has antiseptic properties, 7. e., it destroys disease 
germs. 

3. In the stomach begins the definite work of dissolving those 
foods which are insoluble in water. There is first a chemical action 
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in which the insolubles are changed into soluble substances, and 
this is followed immediately by the dissolving action of water. 
The chief substances digested in the stomach are the proteids. The 
gastric juice also brings about several minor effects as follows: 

(1) It checks, after a time, the digestion of the starch which 
was begun in the mouth by the saliva. 

(2) The fat particles are broken up and prepared for a special 
digestive action in the small intestine. 

(3) Dissolved albumin, like that in milk, is curded, or coagu- 
lated, in the stomach. 

(+) Insoluble mineral salts found in the foods are reduced 
to a soluble condition. 

4. The blood, while in the lungs, unloads the carbonic acid 
gas and other impurities it has collected from all parts of the body 
to be exhaled, and loads up with oxygen from the air that has 
just been freshly inhaled. In each breath, then, we trade some- 
- thing that is life-destroying (carbonic acid gas and organic waste 
matter) for something that is life-giving (oxygen). 

5. The chief function is that of protection, which is of at 
least three kinds: 

(1) From mechanical injuries such as might result from con- 
tact with hard, rough, or sharp objects. 

(2)From chemical injuries caused by contact with various 
chemical agents, as acids, alkalies, etc. 

(3) From disease germs, which are everywhere present. Also 
from an excessive evaporation of liquid from the surface of the 
body. The skin is also an organ of excretion through the per- 
spiratory glands. It serves also as an organ of adaptation as may 
be seen in the variations in the quantity of blood circulating 
through the skin, corresponding to the changes in the temperature 
outside of the body. These changes are of great importance, having 
to do with the maintenance of the normal temperature. 

6. (a) Any action performed involuntarily in consequence 
of an impulse or impression transmitted along the afferent nerves 
to a nerve center, from which it is reflected to an efferent nerve, 
is called reflex action. (b) Its chief uses are to protect the body 
from sudden pain or injury caused by contact of the skin with 
some object; also to control the important processes of digestion 
and circulation. 

7. (a) In addition to exciting the brain it dulls the powers 
of perception and makes one less quick to see and understand. 
(b) Although alcohol injures practically all portions of the body, 
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it has its worst effects upon the nervous system. It interferes 
with the circulation of the blood, produces a condition of “tem- 
porary insanity,” called intoxication, weakens the will, and even- 
tually dethrones the reason. Worst of all, it produces a condition 
of “chronic poisoning,’ which manifests itself in an unnatural 
craving for drinks even though the individual knows he is “drink- 
ing to his own destruction.” . 

8. When the brain cells have acted in the same way a few 
times, they tend to act in exactly the same way again. Our 
nervous system, our brain cells, may become our strongest ally or 
our worst enemy, according to the habits formed. The frequent 
and continued repetition of the action of the groups of nerve cells, 
therefore, constitutes the cumulative habit.

ANSWERS. 

1. The International Date Line is the line agreed upon by 
the leading nations as the place of beginning of the civil day for 
the whole earth. With a few variations it is the 180th meridian. 
(See Frye’s Complete Geography, p.190, for map and p. 192 for 
explanations. ) 

2. The great topographic features of the continents and of 
the ocean bottoms are much the same. There are plains, plateaus, 
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valleys and the great folds of which mountains are formed on the 
‘ocean bottoms as well as on the land. But erosion does its work 
on the land surface alone, so land forms are carved and trenched 
by streams, and the various agencies of weathering while the ocean 
bottom is composed of smooth slopes and level stretches. 

3. The principal river systems of North America are the 
Yukon, Mackenzie, Hudson Bay, St. Lawrence, Mississippi, Colo- 
rado, and Columbia; of South America, the Orinoco, Amazon, and 
Rio de la Plata; of Europe, the Volga, Danube, Rhine, and Rhone; 
of Africa, the Nile, Zambezi, Congo, and Niger. 

4. Forests prevent the rapid evaporation of water from the 
ground, and they also moderate the run-off of water from the 
land. The forest ground is covered with a mulch or bedding of 
leaves and filled with a great network of roots, which retard the 
flow of water so that streams rise and fall less rapidly and flow 
more uniformly. Springs fluctuate less in flow in forested regions 
than on cleared land; and when the forests are removed, they 
frequently fail entirely.

ANSWERS. 

1. William Cullen Bryant (1794—1878) was born in Massa- 
chusetts, but he really belongs, in his literary life, to New York. 
There he entered upon his long career of journalism, after he had 
abandoned the practise of law, and there, as editor of the Evening 
Post, he made his influence felt in politics, literature, and ethics. 
He was fortunate in being well-born of parents that directed and 
shared in his education. It was his father that discovered and 
appreciated the poem “Thanatopsis,” written when Bryant was but 
a lad. Bryant’s life was uneventful except as marked by his lit- 
erary successes. His inspiration and subject was Nature, his form 
of expression chiefly lyrical. Among his best-known poems are 
“To a Waterfowl,” “Robert of Lincoln,” and “The Death of the 
Flowers.” He also translated The Iliad and The Odyssey. He is 
sometimes called “The American Wordsworth.” 

2. Long John Silver — the big-faced, capable, one-legged cook 
of the Hispaniola — is one of Stevenson’s most lifelike characters. 
He would be recognized in the flesh by any of the author’s ad- 
mirers. Silver is a villain; but whether in the cook’s galley, 
behind the stockade on Treasure Island, or in the cave waiting 
the pleasure of his captors, he is obliging, helpful, cheerful. Even 
the cabin boy, who sees him at his worst, cannot withhold his 
admiration for the buccaneer who puts on or doffs the mask of 
humanity with the ease of an actor on the stage. Even the reader 
is glad when Silver slips away to safety before the ship has arrived 
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in England; for such is the rascal’s attractiveness that he does 
not want to see the agreeable pirate hanged. 

3. Martin Chuzzlewit was written by Charles Dickens, The 
Pathfinder by J. F. Cooper, and The Daffodils by Wm. Wordsworth. 

4. This is taken from Hamlet; author, Shakespeare. 

5. The allusion is to Moses, the Hebrew leader, who, in the 
wilderness, smote the rock at God’s command. From the rock 
flowed a stream to satisfy the thirsty multitude. The story is 
recorded in Exodus.

5. The Confederates had constructed a battleship by covering 
the sides with railroad iron. They had armed the ship with a 

_ great ram by which they could rnn down any wooden ship that 
would cross her path. Northern ingenuity produced an antagonist 
equally unique. A flat surface, not far above the water’s edge 
was prepared, and on this was a revolving tower, or turret, armed 
with powerful guns. This tower was kept turning so as to deflect 
the shots of the enemy. The Monitor easily met the onslaughts 
of the Merrimac and proved the superior.

When the national and state or other flags are flown together, 
the national flag should be on the right side of the building 
or lawn. 

When the flag is used as a banner, that is, suspended on a 
rope across a street, the union, or field, should fly to the north 
in streets running east and west and to the east in streets running 
north and south. 

The flag should always be flown from a staff or a mast and 
should not be fastened to the side of a building, platform, or 
scaffolding. In no circumstances should the flag be draped around 
pillars, or against walls or balustrades. Flags were made originally 
for the purpose of being flown, and to use them in any other 
manner is to misuse them. If staple decorations are desired, red, 
white, and blue bunting properly ov will give a better effect 
than a draped flag. 

The flag should never be used as a cover over a table, desk, 
or box, or where anything can be placed upon it. 
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When flags are used in an unveiling of a statue or monument, 
they should not be allowed to fall to the ground, but should be 
carried aloft to wave out, forming a distinctive feature during 
the remainder of the ceremony. 

When the flag is flown at half staff as a sign of mourning, 
it should be hoisted to full staff at the end of the funeral. To 
fly a flag at half staff, it must first be raised to full staff and 
then lowered. 

On Memorial Day the flag should fly at half staff from sunrise 
to noon and full staff from noon to sunset. 

The following are the days when the flag should be dis- 


played : — 
Lincoln’s February 12 
Washington’s Birthday.............. February 22 
Inauguration Day (every four years)...... March 4 
of Manin Gay. .. May 1 
Second Sunday in May 
Memorial Day (half staff until noon)...... May 30

Battle of October 17 
Surrender of October 19 


There are no federal or other laws compelling the observance 
of these rules, the majority of which are those of the Society of 
Patriotic Decorations and Civic Improvement of Washington, D. C. 


Recommendations by the Local General School 
Board of St. Louis, Mo. 


1. That the present situation with reference to our parochial 
schools and the great importance and need of our schools, as also 
what can and ought to be done for their improvement, should be 
thoroughly discussed in our congregational meetings. 

2. That a small four-page folder on parochial schools be 
printed and mailed to all members.

5. That each congregation ask its pastor, its teachers, and, 
if necessary, the members of its school board and church council, 
and perhaps a few additional members to make a canvass of all 
parents of the congregation and all parents of Sunday-school chil- 
dren who are not sending their children to the parochial school, 
with the purpose of persuading them to do so. 

6. That this canvass be made all over the city at the same 
time, if possible, and not extend beyond the period of two weeks. 

?. That reports of meetings, canvass, success and failure, and 
the like, be sent to the secretary of the executive board.

The new term of.Concordia Teachers College, River Forest, Ill., will, 
D.v., begin Wednesday, September 1, 8 a.m. All students must be ready 
for work at the appointed time. Applications for admission must be in the 
hands of the president by August 20. Under present conditions the board 
will be only a trifle higher than last year, though it may be increased if the 
donations from benefactors of the institution which we look forward to do 
not materialize. In addition, each student will be required to pay $5 into 
the Mutual Fund. Money for board and Mutual Fund must be paid in ad- 
vance and sent to Prof. F. H. Schmitt, 495 Bonnie Brae, Oak Park, IIl., in 
quarterly instalments. No tuition-fee will be charged those who intend to 
enter the service of the Church. To such as do not intend to become 
teachers of a Christian day-school, but wish to prepare themselves for some 
other calling, a good general education and a thorough Christian training 
of character is offered for the nominal sum of $40. It is self-evident that 
provision will be made for students who are not proficient in the German 
language, for instance, such as come from congregations of our English Dis- 
trict. Our institution is accredited as a Normal College, and we are issuing 
to our graduates certificates recognized by the State. Further particulars 
will be cheerfully furnished by W. C. Koun, President. 


ADDITIONAL INFORMATION 
Regarding the Ev. Luth. Concordia Teachers College, 
River Forest, Ill. 

The Teachers College of the Synod of Missouri, Ohio, and Other States 
founded in 1857 was removed in 1912 to River Forest, III. 

The location of the institution is very convenient. It is connected with 
the Loop District of Chicago, the business center of that city, by railroad, 
elevated railroad, and street car line. The best way of reaching the college 
is by the Oak Park Elevated R. R., which may be boarded at any station in 
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the Loop. The student or visitor will ride to Wisconsin St. Station, a trip 
of 35 minutes, walk north to Augusta St., and west to the college. Baggage 
checks should be delivered to the committee in charge at the college, who will 
attend to the proper delivery of the baggage. 

The student entering college should be provided with a trunk, the neces- 
sary clothes, underwear, and bed-linen, pillow, comforters or blankets, and 
towels. (Size of beds, 23,6 ft.) All clothes and linens must be plainly 
marked. A closet is at the disposal of every student for his clothes and 
linens. Laundering will be done at the expense of the student. Mattress, 
books, and other necessities not mentioned before may be purchased at the 
college. A white bed-spread is furnished for every bed. 

The expenses for board and lodging, including heat, light, use of library, 
and medical attention, are *}-———— per year and must be paid in advance 
in four instalments of *$———,, payable at the opening of each term, Sep- 
tember 5, November 15, February 1, and April 15. 

For the use of desk, chairs, pianos, and organs an extra charge of 
$3 is made. 

Students who do not intend to prepare themselves for teaching in the 
parochial schools, but for some other profession, as well as those who 
discontinue their studies, are required to pay tuition at the rate of 
$40 per year. 

All moneys for board must be paid to Prof. F. H. Schmitt, 495 Bonnie 
Brae, Oak Park, Ill. All other funds are in charge of Prof. E. Koehler, 
496 Monroe Ave., Oak Park, Ill., who controls the deposits in the college 
bank. This bank has been established to give the students opportunity to 
deposit their funds in order that they need not keep sums of money in their 
désks or about their person. All students under eighteen years of age are 
required to deposit their money in the college bank; all others are advised 
to do so.

What would you advise in case pupils who write poorly say that their 
parents desire them to use a higher number of the copy-book for penman- 
ship? — F. 0. 8. 

Since not all schools have adopted the Palmer method, but a great 
number are still using copy-books, the question and the answer thereto may 
be of interest to the readers of the Scuutsiatt. If parents desire their 
children to use a higher number of the copy-book than the teacher knows 
they are capable of using to advantage, it is well to allow them to get the 
book of their choice, but the teacher should forbid them to write more than 
four or five lines daily, and require the rest of the time to be spent on’ 
practise-paper with the copy of the penmanship book, with the promise that 
if they make their practise-sheet perfect, he will permit them to write 
a line more. This helps wonderfully. W. C. K.
